System’s study of retail bookselling condi- 
tions, announced at the convention of the 
American Booksellers’ Association in Chi- 
cago last year, makes its appearance in the 
March issue of that periodical, and is re- 
printed elsewhere in this number of the Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY. The article contains much 
that is of interest to the trade and offers 
some valuable suggestions. As an informing 
study of bookstore costs, however, it leaves 
a great deal to be desired, tho it is not im- 
probable that we are disappointed mainly be- 
cause the uniformly high quality of System’s 
articles made us expect this time more than 
it was possible to give. 

The announcement last May that the Bu- 
reau of Standards of the A. W. Shaw Com- 
pany, the publishers of System, was to in- 
vestigate conditions in the retail book-trade 
was very cordially welcomed by all who had 
the welfare of the trade at heart: the pub- 
lishers have, not unnaturally perhaps, felt 
that the retail trade has always tended to 
put too much emphasis upon discounts and 
too little upon such homely details as cost 
keeping; the booksellers, equally naturally, 
have argued that, in view of constantly ris- 
ing costs everywhere, it was wasting time 
even to consider discounts which did not at 
least leave an adequate margin above the cost 
of doing business figures of 28 per cent. estab- 
lished by a committee of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association ten years ago. Both pub- 
lisher and bookseller agreed, however, that 
an impartial investigation by such a trained 
organization as that which System proposed 
putting at work would evolve detailed facts 
and figures, which would be, if not the last 
word, at any rate the most scientific word 


yet spoken on the business side of retail 
bookselling. 
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Data from forty-three bookstores were em- 
ployed by System in its study. Four-fifths of 
the resulting article deals with general book- 
selling methods rather than cost accounting 
as such—methods which, while novel, per- 
haps, to many of System's non-book-trade 
subscribers, are to the book-trade mainly a 
re-statement of accepted principles. Of 
course, since System is a periodical of gen- 
eral business appeal this was to be expected. 
But unfortunately, as a result probably of 
this method of using the space available for 
the report, the other one-fifth of the article, 


which deals with the questions of turnover 
and costs, goes far to arouse a curiosity 


which it does not satisfy; and we fear that 
the cost figures given will tend only to add 
to the general confusion in the trade on this 
all-important question. 

To begin with, the average cost of con- 
ducting a retail bookstore is given in the 
body of the article as 26.9 per cent., and in 
the table on the same page as 28.14 per cent. 
Perhaps this discrepancy is accounted for by 
the note accompanying the table which states 
that “it was necessary in some cases, where 
the circumstances under which the merchant 
was doing business were unusual, and where, 
because of this fact, the value of the aver- 
ages might have been impaired, to discard 
the figures submitted.” But what were these 
unusual cost figures and wherein and why 
were they unusual? Some inkling of them 
is, perhaps, afforded by the citation of the 
merchant who does “a business of more than 
$100,000 on the basis of 23.8 per cent. and 
is making a satisfactory profit,” or “another 
[who] is doing an even larger volume of 
business than this on the basis of 19.2 per 
cent.” or of “still another, with a volume 
of $34,000 in annual sales, [who] uses only 
18 per cent. of this amount as his cost of 
doing business,” or of the “several stores 
|which] are operating on a basis around 23 
per cent.,” which “seems to be a clearly at- 
tainable standard.” 

The book business is, fortunately or un- 
fortunately, one in which every article sold 
has a fixed price set by the manufacturer, 
with these goods bought at a fairly fixed dis- 
count from that: price. Hence the average 
cost of doing business is a most important 
matter to both the publisher who determines 
that discount, and to the retailer who must 
operate under it. On the basis of the figures 
presented by System, publishers would be 
less than ever inclined to lengthen the dis- 
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count now allowed tthe retailer, even on 
pick-ups. If one bookseller can do business 
on 18 per cent., another on 19.2 per cent., 
several around 23 per cent., and if the lat- 
ter “seems to be a clearly attainable stand- 
ard,” the publisher might feel justified in 
ignoring the protests of the dealer who 
claims that, tho his costs are only the hith- 
erto accepted 28 per cent., he still is losing 
money. 

We are, of course, fairly certain that it 
is not entirely the fault of System that these 
cost figures seem confusing. It would have 
helped materially, to be sure, had the cost 
details for some of the dealers cited been 
given in detail, especially the ones operating 
at 18, 19.2 and around 23 per cent. But this 
is not the crux of the difficulty. We ven- 
ture that the main trouble with System’s 
amazingly discrepant figures is that no two 
of the forty-three bookstores included in its 
average have identical cost systems. In fact 
one’s first natural reaction to the figures 
cited is to wonder just how much the 18 per 
cent. and 19.2 per cent. stores forget to in- 
clude in their costs!

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Commission issued last July “A System of 
Accounts for Retail Merchants.” Various 
other agencies, including the Associated Ad- 
vertising Clubs of the World, have outlined 
cost keeping systems for various trades. 
But this is a growing country, with com- 
petition in business far less keen than that 
of a country like Germany, for instance, and 
in general, despite all these instances, scien- 
tific cost keeping has been neglected. According 
to Edward N. Hurley, late Chairman of the 
Federal Trade Commission, it is estimated 
that 90 per cent. of the manufacturers of 
the United States are to-day pricing their 
goods arbitrarily, either upon a basis that 
will get rid of the goods as soon as they 
have been manufactured or upon the basis 
of what their competitors are charging,—and 
it is safe to say that retailing is even less 
well systematized. One suggestion for uni- 
fying and further systematizing the move- 
ment in favor of carefully formulated busi- 
ness standards is made by A. W. Shaw, the 
publisher of System, who himself, in the 
February number of System, outlines a plan

Here, it seems to us, is an admirable task 
for the American Booksellers’ Association 
this May. If costs should be 23 per cent., the 
trade should not hide behind 28 per cent. If 
a bookseller cannot do business on 18 or 10.2 
per cent., even under the most favorable con- 
ditions, this fact should be plainly pointed 
out—otherwise the future will hold an in- 
terminable wrangle about discounts, in which 
neither publisher nor retailer will have any 
exact basis for argument. The first step, 
of course, as we have said, should be a de- 
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tailed authorized standard set of Rules for 
Figuring Costs and Profits in Retail Book- 
stores. A proper committee, of five or three, 
or one, appointed now—especially if System’s 
collected data could be made available to it— 
could bring in a report to the convention that 
would form the clarifying basis for a very 


interesting and profitable discussion, and for a | 


code of rules. which, after this discussion 
and possible amendment, could be adopted as 
standard. Should only this much be accom- 
plished this May the trade would have taken 
a distinct step forward. 





THe means adopted by the British war 
authorities for safeguarding importations of 
food into Great Britain will have a doubly 
disastrous effect on the British book-trade, 
one of the evil results incident to the mon- 
strous and ruthless warfare in which the 
world war has culminated. To preserve 
shipping tonnage for food importation, only 
half the present importation of printing 
paper into Great Britain will be permitted, 
and the importation of books and _ periodi- 
cals is altogether prohibited. English pub- 
lishing has already been in straights because 
of the scarcity of paper, and the reduction of 
possible importations by 642,000 tons per 
year—haif the total present importation— 
seems likely to cut book production in two 
and to ring the death-knell of many periodi- 
cals. The American book trade will sym- 
pathize acutely with our English brethren in 
this necessitated sacrifice, which they are 
cheerfully bearing in upholding the cause for 
which they are fighting. The influence on 
American publishing will be considerable, 
both as to books of which editions are ex- 
ported, and in such a case as that of Harper’s 
Magazine, which has a substantial circulation 
for its English edition, of which the illus- 
trated sheets are printed in America. As we 
go to press one publisher who exports largely 
to England is sending forward a large ship- 
ment, despite the new ruling, in the hope 
that a permit for its entry can be secured 
by his agent, and another is holding ship- 
ments pending the receipt of a reply to a 
cable inquiring into the possibility of ob- 
taining a permit. Our own condition as to 
paper is sufficiently serious, especially since 
the Canadian Government has prohibited the 
exportation of the full supply of certain 
mills which had contracted to deliver all 
their product to newspapers on this side of 
the border. The situation may be somewhat

relieved, as to news-print paper, by agree- 
ment resulting from the mediation of the 
Federal Trade Commission, and this may not 
be without its effect in lessening the prices 
of book-print paper. We have to recognize 
that almost no trade or interest anywhere 
in the world has been unaffected by the world 
catastrophe of the present awful conflict. 





HOW 43 BOOKSTORES ARE MEETING 
RISING COSTS

THIs article is going to describe the more 
effective methods which 43 bookstores are 
using to combat successfully some of the prob- 
lems every merchant faces. There are certain 
merchandising problems that booksellers have 
to meet in acute form. These are problems, 
however, which all merchants have, even tho 
in lesser degree, and the methods worked out 
by the booksellers will therefore be of interest 
to all merchants. 

In the first place, booksellers have—in the 
various titles and editions of books—literally 
thousands of items on their shelves. Each 
item has to be bought on its merits. Other- 
wise it may become a shelf-clinger and cause 
a direct loss in profits. 

In the second place, after these items are 
selected, they must be watched with particular 
care if they are to move rapidly. With so 
many items it is easy for dead stock to accu- 
mulate. Definite steps must be taken, there- 
fore, to keep each item selling. 

In the third place, the sales of the average 
salesman in a bookstore are comparatively 
small, yet the salesman must be well trained 
and pretty thoroly acquainted with a large and 
varied stock. Unusual methods of training are 
therefore often found necessary. 

These, then, are some of the problems which 
booksellers face in acute form, and for which 
they have to develop unusual methods. Prob- 
ably every merchant will agree that he has 
tackled the same problems at one time or an- 
other; and for that reason the methods which 
the more successful booksellers have devel- 
oped will prove of general interest. The 
Bureau of Business Standards of the A. W. 
Shaw Company has collected these methods 
from the 43 stores investigated. They are 
analyzed and summarized in this article. 

First of all comes the problem of buying. In 
this connection it is interesting to note the 
five general rules which an Indiana merchant 
has worked out for his guidance. He says: 

“rt. We place no stock order without having 
at hand every possible amount of data to help 
us foreshadow the coming demand. We al- 
ways check out orders against the orders for 
the same season of the previous year. 

“2 In placing orders for new books, we get 
every possible bit of advance information we 
can lay our hands on. If we are not satisfied 
with what we learn, we do not jump too far. 

“3. We make a special point of getting the 
suggestions of our salesmen when we are 
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placing our orders. Not only is the added in- 
formation which they can give us valuable, but 
also they sell more readily those items they 
have had a share in buying. 

“4. News items and all sources that will give 
us a line on public demand are followed very 
closely. Often we can anticipate a coming de- 
mand. For instance, just at present there is 
a keen interest in the study of Spanish. By 
getting wind of this demand early, we were 
able to line up the best books, put them on our 
shelves, and make some extremely rapid turns. 

“5s. We always try to be well stocked on the 
commonplace but staple articles that practical- 
ly sell themselves. I refer to books on cook- 
ing, etiquette, letter-writing, and the like.” 

Close observance of these five general rules 
is in good part responsible for the fact that 
this merchant turns his stock 4.6 times a year. 
The average rate of turnover among book- 
stores is only 2.65. Two extra turns a year 
are well worth the best efforts of any mer- 
chant, no matter what line of business he 
18 1n. 

BUYING METHODS THAT ARE PARTLY RESPONSIBLE 
FOR AN UNUSUAL RATE OF TURNOVER 


Here is what another merchant, who makes 
the even better record of five turns a year, 
says about his buying methods: 

“We buy our books for the public and dis- 
trict libraries, and schools, largely on record. 
These classes of books are fairly well stan- 
dardized, and the demand runs pretty even. 
Our records on the purchases and sales of pre- 
vious years serve as our guide. 

“One point that we especially watch in con- 
nection with this type of books is the popular 
text books that are going out of print in one 
or all editions. When books of this type are 
about to be exhausted, we often buy to satisfy 
the demand which arises later. This we can 
do safely when the buyer is in possession of 
the full facts—when he knows why the book 
is going out of print, for what purpose it has 
been used, its popularity, and what is to take 
its place. In a number of instances we have 
thus anticipated the demand for a book, and 
have made a nice margin of profit which we 
otherwise might not have secured. 


SOME WAYS TO JUDGE HOW WELL A BOOK WILL 
PROBABLY SELL 

“The real test in buying books comes, how- 
ever, in the ‘miscellaneous’ classes. This in- 
cludes popular fiction. Here, what the buyer 
practically has to do is to judge in advance the 
probable vagaries of the reading public’s fancy. 

“Of course, no buyer can guess right all the 
time, but there are a few simple methods by 
which in part we judge such a book. These 
methods are negative, rather than positive. 
We discard, for instance, what we are pretty 
sure will not sell. A publisher may bring out 
what we call a ‘padded book.’ This may be 
built with extra wide margins, and.be printed 
on heavy paper stock, with the pages deckle- 
edged. The type, perhaps, is large and there 
is little of it on a page. Usually such a book 
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is beautifully illustrated. In appearance it is 
splendid. But get into the real meat of the 
story, and you may find only a fifty-cent pot- 
boiler, for which the publisher asks $1.35. Our 
experience has been that such books die quick- 
ly in public favor. 

“T have saved myself and our firm, or rather 
have been saved in a number of instances by 
cultivating the friendship of the traveling 
It pays to 
know these men more than commonly well. 
Their business is to sell books. The larger 
your order, the larger your discount will be 
with a number of publishers; and, of course, 
the more is the profit for the publishing house 
and the traveling man. But the really good 
salesman, after all, wants your business on 
‘the long pull.” If you have proved friendly 
to him as a buyer, it is very much to his in- 
terest to provect you whenever he can. He 
wants your business next year and five years 
from now, and he wants a lot of it exclusively 
on standard merchandise. Therefore, we find 
that if he knows of a tip which may help us, 
he is pretty sure to slip it along; especially 
when we have been friendly with him. 

“Every year there are from ten to fifteen 
new books brought out which are bound to be 
more or less successful, and these are the 
books on which a buyer may mildly plunge, 
with some feeling of security. They are books 
by the most popular authors. They not only 
have the advertising of the publisher behind 
them, but they have the reputation: of an 
author whose other work has beem tested 
against public opinion. Even so, there is the 
danger that public opinion has changed. There 
is but one safe rule. That is, don’t overbuy. 

“In my experience it does not pay to work 
on a quantity theory. Extra discounts look 
pretty fine on the profit side of the ledger; but 
they don’t help out if the books will not sell. 
We rely on small quantity buying. By fol- 
lowing this method carefully we have saved 
ourselves from many losses, and we have had 
little trouble in getting boaks when we needed 
them.” 

The experience and methods of these two 
merchants are typical of the attitude on buying 
taken by many of the more successful booksell- 
ers. Most of them agree that it is unwise to 
bank heavily on “picking the winners” ahead of 
time, but it is a mighty good policy to get in 
early when the demand is coming. It is better 
in the long-run to buy in fairly small quanti- 
ties, most of the merchants agree, and order 
often; keep the stock moving; and if it is 
necessary to take a loss it is better to take it 
early, when it will represent a minimum 
amount of actual loss and will not keep money 


tied up permanently in stock that is not selling 
well. 


SOME OF THE METHODS THAT IMPROVE RATE OF 
TURNOVER 
This brings up the second problem which 
merchants find it important to keep always in 
mind—what methods they can use to make the 
hundreds of items in stock move rapidly. 
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AN ANALYSIS OF THE MONTH'S BUSINESS 


This is the kind of report one merchant receives each month. It tells him just what sales, purchases, 
expenses, and profit, have been in the various departments, and compares these figures with the correspond- 
ing month of the previous year.

We 
used to have regular counters, behind which 
the salesmen stayed; and if a customer by 
some chance wandered behind the counter to 
look at some title on the shelves, he probably 
found himself apologizing to a salesman for 
being behind there. Now we have changed 
the arrangement of the aisles and anybody is 
at liberty to walk straight up to any shelf in 
the store, and to examine as many books as 
he likes. Many customers come in and 
‘browse,’ and sell themselves. 

“We also take particular care to change cur 
displays as often as possible, so that no line 
may becorae stagnant. A frequent change in 
displays has the effect of keeping customers 
coming. They see something new almost every 
time they are in the store, and naturally they 
get the impression that we are thoroly up to 
date.” 


HOW ONE MERCHANT KEEPS SLOW-MOVING BOOKS 
OFF HIS SHELVES 


The value of frequent special sales seems 
doubtful to many of the merchants, altho some 
find occasional sales extremely helpful as a 
means of keeping the stock fresh. A Minne- 
sota merchant regularl? holds one big sale in 
January. This is well advertised in the local 
papers; and, as the concern has quite a num- 
ber of out-of-town customers, lists of the 
books offered for sale are sent to them. 

Previous to this sale the merchant goes thru 
his entire stock. Every book for which the 
demand has slackened is included at a price 
which is sure to move it. Of course, there are 
some staples which are always good; they are 
much the same as the sugar and flour of the 
grocery. These books are not included. Every- 
thing else goes. 

During the sale all of the books are placed 
on tables. Each table is marked with a single 
price only. Two-dollar books which have not 
proved good sellers may go as low as fifty 
cents, or even a quarter. Others, which are 
merely slowing up, are reduced just enough 
to move them during the sale. These tables 
are placed well toward the back of the store, 
and special care is taken to display new books 
and standard works where people cannot help 
but notice them as they pass down the aisles 
to the sale section. 

When his sale is over, this merchant does 
not send back to the stock rooms the books 
left on the tables. The stock rooms have in 
the meantime been cleaned out and are ready 
to receive new merchandise. So the merchant 
calls in a number of second-hand bookstore 
men and gets them to bid in whatever is left 
at the best price he can get. Last year the 
merchant cleared out more than $500 worth of 
books left from the January sale, at fifteen 
cents a copy. His worries on dead stock were 
over. And, as a matter of fact, he did not 
lose any money on the books that went to the 
second-hand man. Those books cost an aver- 
age of 12% cents each, and he sold them at 
fifteen cents. Still another merchant has a 

table on which he regularly places all items 
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which appear to be moving slowly. He calls 
this his “bargain table.” The bargains are 
never advertised. Customers come into the 
store and find the table for themselves, note 
the prices, and often will sell the goods to 
themselves without requiring the attention of 
a salesman except to take the money. 

The merchant selects the books for this 
table by going thru his stock constantly and 
watching for the slow items. If he is in doubt 
about how long any book has been in the 
store, he can inform himself immediately by 
referring to the fly-leaf. He has a method 
of dating which tells the year and month when 
the book was received. A book marked 1411, 
for instance, was placed in stock November, 
1914. The year is placed first, simply because 
it is easier that way to tell at a glance whether 
or not a book has been on hand a long time. 

“During the summer months, when business 
is inclined to slow up,” says another merchant, 
“we help sales along by going over our mail- 
ing lists. We check up the names of all cus- 
tomers from whom we have not received 
orders for some time. We write a personal 
letter to each one to find out, if possible, the 
reason for the lack of orders. These letters 
are pretty sure to bring attractive results, 
either in actual sales, or in inquiries regarding 
our merchandise; and at times we receive 
complaints which we had not known existed. 
The opportunity to set a dissatisfied customer 
right is worth quite a bit, we believe.” 


SOME EFFECTIVE WAYS TO GET BUSINESS BY MAIL 


This merchant finds his mailing list an im- 
portant source of sales. He gets many orders 
by mail, by means of the catalog which he 
regularly mails out. The lists are carefully 
prepared. For instance, he buys lists of teach- 
ers each fall from the county superintendents. 
Other lists are made up of customers, or are 
purchased from various sources. 

Each name is kept on a separate card. All 
sales are recorded, together with the date and 
the amount. If a name remains inactive for 
some time, an effort is made even before the 
slack summer season to find out the reason. 


If no reason is forthcoming, and there are no 


further orders, the name is removed from the 
list. 

This merchant finds it well worth his while 
to keep a few special classified lists, containing 
the names of customers whose tastes as book 
buyers are well known. He says that the need 
of such lists was brought home to him a few 
years ago by a customer. This customer was 
interested in ceramics. She was eager to buy 
every book that was published on the subject. 
She made her tastes known to the salesmen in 
all the bookstores of her home city, but in 
the course of several years she had never re- 
ceived notice from one of the stores about the 
appearance of new books dealing with the sub- 
ject in which she was interested. This in spite 
of the fact that she was an excellent customer 
and bought heavily. 

As a result of his talk with this customer 
and his perception of the need, the merchant 
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COSTS OF DOING BUSINESS IN BOOKSTORES 
The figures below have been compiled from the books of 43 representative merchants. 
Many more stores than this, of course, sent figures, but it was necessary in some cases 
where the circumstances under which the merchant was doing business were unusual, and 
where, because of this fact, the value of theaverages might have been impaired, to discard 
the figures submitted. The figures given below, therefore, may be fairly taken to indicate

appeal to some of these customers. Letters 
telling of the arrival of the books usually bring 
personal calls or mail orders. 

Closely allied with the problems of moving 
the stock is the general question of training 
salesmen. In spite of the thousands of titles 
on the shelves, the salesmen must be able to 
help the customer who does not know just 
what he wants; he must be familiar, in a gen- 
eral way, with the contents of the new books, 
and know a good deal about literary history; 
and he must have a certain taste of his own 
in books. Otherwise, he may be merely an 
order-taker. 


HOW STORE MEETINGS HELP ONE MERCHANT 
TRAIN HIS EMPLOYEES 


In order to train his men, one merchant 
holds regular meetings. He has three distinct 
purposes in holding meetings, and three kinds 
of meetings. One, at which all the salespeople 
are present, takes place every two weeks. This 
meeting is for purely educational purposes. 
The merchant gives talks about specific books, 
or certain classes of books, which the sales- 
people are selling every day. For instance, he 
devoted three meetings to the novel. In the 
course of these three meetings he mentioned 
specific books which stood on the shelves of 
the store, and which represented tendencies 
in the development of the novel. At another 
time he devoted several meetings to a book on 
salesmanship, with the idea of helping the 
salespeople sell that particular book, and also 
to give them some idea of the fundamental 
Principles behind successful selling.

A second kind of meeting is held by this 
merchant every Tuesday morning. The mer- 
chant has keenly felt that he, as the buyer, 
gets a lot of information about current news 
in the book-trade which would probably sift 
down to the salespeople only after weeks or 
months, if it were to reach them directly. So 
he started the Tuesday morning meetings. 
He takes the part of the salespeople from the 
floor at one time, and part at another time, in 
order not to interrupt business. During the 
week, in the course of his talks with traveling 
salesmen and from other sources open to him, 
he has collected in a folder the various facts 
he wants to pass along. The meeting is taken 
up with a discussion of these bits of news. 

The third kind of meeting which this mer- 
chant holds is less of an educational nature. 
It is held on the last day of each month, and 
in the half hour after closing. At this meet- 
ing, which is attended by every employee, the 
merchant reviews the plans which he made at 
the first of the month just past, and discusses 
how far these plans have been carried out. 
He also outlines new plans for the coming 
month—tells which lines he wants to push, 
what volume of sales he is anxious to secure, 
and the like. 

As a supplement to these meetings, the mer- 
chant keeps a book record which shows him 
just what each of the salespeople is doing. 
The book gives the salesman’s record not only 
for the month just past, but also for the cor- 
responding months of the previous years. In 
this way the merchant can see how the various 
individuals and departments are progressing. 
Increased sales totals, plus increased conscien- 
tiousness in the details of store work, plus 
increased ability to work together with the 
whole organization taken together, make for 
increased value to the firm. 
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The merchant frequently calls the salesmen 
to his desk and shows them their records. In 
fact, they quite often come without being 
called, because they are eager to make the 
best possible showing. 

So much for some of the methods which the 
merchants are using to buy and sell, and to 
train their men. The figures on this page in- 
dicate the average costs from the 43 more 
efficient bookstores included in this investiga- 
tion. The total cost of doing business, you 
will notice, averages 26.9%. This is a fairly 
high figure compared with the costs in some 
other lines, and the experience of quite a 
number of the stores indicated that it can be 
lowered effectively if the proper steps are 
taken. 

For instance, one merchant is doing a busi- 
ness of more than $100,000 on the basis of 


23.8%, and is making a very satisfactory 
profit. Another is doing an even larger vol- 
ume of business than this on the basis of 
19.2%. Still another, with a volume of $34,000 


in annual sales, uses only 18% of this amount 
as his cost of doing business. Several stores 
are operating on a basis around 23%, and this 
seems to be a ciearly attainable standard. 
From these figures it seems evident that it is 
necessary for the bookseller to watch the 
corners on expense, as well as to develop the 
best methods of buying and selling. 


SOME PLANS FOR CUTTING EXPENSES THAT HAVE 
BEEN CAREFULLY TESTED 


It may be interesting here to tell you just 
what one merchant is doing in this direction— 
his cost of doing business is below 20%, so 
his methods are of especial interest. He says: 

“Our shipping department is located on our 
third floor. Handling small freight by ele- 
vator required more time and trucking than 
seemed right to us. Our handling charges 
were high. We began looking for another 
method of handling small packages which did 
not require so much labor. 

“Simply by installing a steel spiral chute 
we have reduced materially our costs in this 
department. This chute takes a box weighing 
up to 350 pounds and delivers it from the ship- 
ping department to the shipping floor without 
the need for any trucking. It will pay for it- 
self this year. The freight elevators are now 
used very little—only for heavy, bulky boxes. 

“Another saving in handling charges came in 
the arrangement of the shipping floor itself. 
Before we had a new addition—which we have 
recently built—completed, our shipping floor 
was below the floor used by our trucks and 
wagons. This required the lifting of all freight. 
By raising this floor to a level with trucks 
and wagons, freight can now be used more 
rapidly and with considerably less labor. 

“A sprinkler system thruout the building re- 
duced our insurance rates on merchandise 
from $1.32 to 45 cents per thousand, and saved 
us 50% on our building rates. This automatic 
system will pay for itself in six years. 

“Another big saving comes in having men 
work in their own departments only after they 














have mastered the general run of our business. 
They increase their own efficiency as they go 
along. We keep periodical checks on the accu- 
racy and speed of our bock ‘pickers’ in the 
stock rooms, as well as on our stenographers 
They know they are being watched ina friendly 
way and they make every effort to increase 
their efficiency between checking periods. 

“Other savings worth while come thru the 
loyalty and interest which all our employees 
have in our business. You will see them turn- 
ing off lights which are not needed, being care- 
ful of supplies, and in reporting anything 
about the building which needs attention. 
These are only little things, but they count. 

“Last summer some of our employees made 
new book trucks out of old packing boxes and 
a set of four revolving castors. These are 
used for assembling orders in the stock rooms 
and conveying them to the shipping room. 
These trucks are as good as any that could 
have been purchased and the cost is covered 
by the price of the castors. 

“Another saving comes in the way of taking 
additional discounts. Many publishers will al- 
low us extra discounts for cash in advance. 
In September we discounted our bills with a 
number of publishers in advance up to Febru- 
ary of next year. On one bill this netted us 
an additional discount of 5%, which amounted 
to $157.50 extra saving on an order of $7000. 

“It is often the little savings that turn the 
balance at the end of the year, when the profit 
and loss statement is being figured. It pays 
to watch these ‘tag-ends,’ as well as the larger 
problems of merchandising.” 





MANY PERIODICALS AND NEWS- 
PAPERS INCREASE PRICE 
Despite a general prejudice against any in- 
crease in the price of periodicals and news- 
papers many publishers have already been 
forced or are preparing to take this means 
of meeting increasing manufacturing costs. 
Just how real an item paper—the chief of- 
fender—is, may be judged from the state- 
ment of the Orange Judd Weeklies that their 
white »aner will cost them $112,000 more 
this year than it did even last year; Suc- 
cessful Farming will pay a $38,000 increase 
over last year, and Physical Culture $24,000 
more. On the newspaper side, newsprint 
which cost around $2.15 a year ago now 
sells as high as $4.25. What this means to 
a big daily is shown in the statement of 
the Chicago Daily News that it will pay 
nearly $700,000 more for its paper this year 
than last; the Washington Star will have to 
pay an increase of $145,000, and the Atlanta 
Georgian and Sunday American $73,722 
more. It is the publishers of the smaller 
city papers who are most worried about the 
situation because the load, in proportion to 

ne, beags most heavily upon them. For 
instance, the Erie, Pa., Times, which has a 
circulation, according to Ayer’s Newspaper 
Directory, of 27,308, must this year meet 
an additional expense of $26,000 for white 
paper, and the Wisconsin State Journal, at 
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Madison, must- pay $15,000 more. All of 
these increases, it should be remembered, 
would be even more striking were compari- 
son made between 1917. and a typical year 
before the war, as the increase has been 
steady since I914. 

Every conceivable means of cutting ex- 
penses has been adopted by the daily press 
before recourse was had to a direct increase 
in price. Some of the things they have done 
are these: Cut off exchange and sample 
copies; also free copies to postoffice, express 
and street railway employees who are paid 
for handling papers; abolished special rates 
to clergymen; reduced the number of copies 
going to advertising agents to the lowest 
possible point; made the papers non-return- 
able; reduced width of columns from 12% 
and 13 ems to 12 ems; shortened the depth 
of display heads and reduced the size of dis- 
play type; cut down the division rule spaces 
between advertisements from 6 point to 4 
point, or have thrown out the rules entirely; 
condensed the matter carried at the head 
of the editorial page; cut out all free no- 
tices of churches and other social organiza- 
tions and all’ press-agent copy; even in a 
very few cases charge the members of the 
staff for their copies. 

But in a very great many cases even such 
stringent economics have not been sufficient. 
There has been little or no disposition to 
pass the burden along to the advertiser. It 
seems to be the general impression that the 
reader has too long been receiving more 
than he paid for and the extra burden has 
consequently been passed along to him. 

In the following table, compiled by Print- 
ers Ink, are listed 195 newspapers in the 


United States and Canada that have in- 
creased their single-copy or subscription 
rates. Seventy-seven one-cent dailies have 


gone to two cents, and eighteen two-cent 
papers to three cents. The others have ad- 
vanced their weekly or yearly subscriptions 
trom fifty cents to one dollar and fifty cents.

Publishers who have advanced their sub- 
scription rates agree that while circulations 
fell off, in some instances fifteen or twenty 
per cent. immediately after their adoption, 
they have, after a few weeks, returned to 
approximately the old figures. 

In the periodical field there has been if 
anything more of a tendency to let the ad- 
vertiser stand a portion of the increase; in 
many cases where the margin of profit is not 
so close the publishers have endeavored to 
hang on a little longer at the old subscrip- 
tion price rather than raise the price to 
subscribers. Some seventy-odd weekly and 
monthly periodicals, including many class 
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and trade papers, have, however, found it 
advisable to lay their predicament frankly 
before their subscribers and ask an increase 
in subscription rate. These last include the 
following :

Conditions abroad are of course in many 
cases chaotic in the extreme and it is often 
a question of whether daily papers and period- 
icals can be continued at any price on account 
of the scarcity of paper. A despatch this week 
from Budapest states that all the newspapers 
of Hungary will probably be forced to cease 
publication in a few days on account of paper 
Scarcity. The French daily newspapers have 
been cut to merely a single sheet in many 
cases. In England the proprietors of the 
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[!lustrated London News, Graphic, Sphere, 
latler, Bystander, Sketch, Country Life, 
Sporting and Dramatic, and Land and Water 
are among the most recent to raise prices. 
The price of these papers is now 7d. Lord 
Northcliffe this week announced an increase 
in the price of the Daily Mail and Times to 
two cents, beginning March 5. The Sunday 
Observer will also go to four cents, 


LICENSE TO PUBLISH FOURTH GER- 
MAN WORK SOUGHT IN ENGLAND 
50 MUCH of the actual operation of the 
much discussed English Trading with the 

Enemy (Copyright) Act, 1916, is revealed 

by the hearing before the Patents Court on 

January 31st when Edward Arnold applied 

for License to take the copyright of the Ger- 

man work, “Kriegstagebuch U 202,” by Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Frierherr von Spiegel, and 
publish a translation under the title of “The 

Cruise of the Submarine U 202,” that a reprint 

of the proceedings, as transcribed by the Eng- 

lish Publishers’ Circular, seemed of interest 
here. This work has just been brought out 
in this country by the Century Co. 

The Controller-General of Patents, Temple 
Franks, who heard the application with Sir 
Cornelius Dalton, made the announcement at 
the opening of the hearing that the Board of 
Trade had just decided to grant a license to 
C. Arthur Pearson, Ltd., to publish a transla- 
tion of “Die Fahrt der Deutschland,” a de- 
scription, by its commander, Paul Konig, of 
the undersea passage across the Atlantic of the 
“mercantile” submarine.. 

The other two applications already heard 
were those of Arthur Spurgeon, manager of 
Cassell & Co., on October 5th, for license to 
reproduce a translation of Prince Von Bi- 
low’s additions to his book, ““Deutsche Politik,” 
and of P. S. King & Son, Ltd., for protection 
for their publication in England of Friedrich 
Naumann’s “Mittel-Europa.” No intimation 
has yet been forthcoming of the issue of a 
license in the latter case. 

Mr. Arnold produced a Norwegian transla- 
tion, in paper boards, of the “Diary of U 
202,” with a design on the front cover de- 
picting a submarine in black and blue. 

The book, he said, was brought to his notice 
by a friend, who had obtained a Norwegian 
translation and desired to translate the work 
into English. He sent a copy, and Mr. Arnold 
communicated with the Norwegian publisher 
and asked him if he held the copyright. The 
Norwegian publisher replied that his print 
was a reproduction of a German book and 
gave the name of the German publisher and 
the German name of the book. Of course, 
it was impossible, Mr. Arnold went on to say, 
for him to apply to Germany, so he told his 
client who wished to translate that it would 
be necessary to ask for a license in the 
Patents Court. 

The Controller: Do you propose to make a 
translation from the Norwegian? 

Mr. Arnold replied that that was what had 


been done. A translation had been made 
( 
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from the Norwegian. He considered this ap- 
plication coincided with the policy of the 
Government to give all information to the 
public about the war that could be given, 
subject to the exigencies of military and naval 
operations. He thought this policy had been 
shown thruout the war in the permission given 
to publish a large number of books dealing 
with different aspects of the war and the 
presence of correspondents freely allowed at 
the front, articles supplied by the Government 
and published by him as “Eye-witness at the 
War,” presentation volumes undertaken at 
Government expense and publications by them 
for the purpose of giving information to the 
public about the war.... It was impossible to 
obtain information from British sources of 
the submarine warfare, but he thought it would 


be admitted it was an extremely important | 


phase, and one on which the public should 
have the same information they had about 
other questions arising out of the war. He 
might point out that any reader of this book 
would readily come to appreciate the great 
difficulties the Government had in dealing with 
the submarine menace, and might thereby be 
rendered a little more patient with the fact 


that the British had not entirely destroyed | 


all the enemy submarines as yet. Another 
point that might be urged was that a reader 
of this book would be impressed with the 
seriousness of the submarine menace and 
people might be made to realize the absolute 
importance of economizing in food and the 
other necessaries of life—a course which was 


urged upon them daily from all sorts of | 


quarters. He could not help thinking that the 
publication of a book like this would help to 
make the public see the soundness of that 
propaganda. A point he wished to put forward 
strongly was that it could not be a question 
here of postponing the publication of this 
translation until after the war, for after the 
war there could be no call for the book. Its 
interest was in the moment. After the war 
he would not entertain the proposal to publish 
it for a moment. 

Sir Cornelius Dalton: What about the re- 
liability of the work? 

Mr. Arnold: Well, it is an account which 
may or may not be partly imaginary, but it 
has evidently been written by somebody who 
has all the facts at hand of the cruise of a 
submarine for three weeks “in April, Nineteen 
hundred and something’—presumably 1916. 
... Mr. Arnold went on to say that the name 
of the writer might be fictitious. There, how- 
ever, he was only judging by the internal evi- 
dence of the production. 

The Controller: What you say is an argu- 
ment that there might be a curious public in- 
terest in the book. What we have to consider 
is whether it is in the public interest, in an- 
other sense, that the book should be pub- 
lished. If it were a work of purely imagina- 
tive fiction you could not substantiate the con- 
tention that it would be to the public advantage 
to give it out at this time. 

Mr. Arnold: No. It is quite clear, I think, 
from a perusal, that altho it may be cast in the 


| 
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garb of fiction, this is a real account of the 
journey of a submarine.... 

The Controller: The Press Bureau sees 
these things before they are issued? 

Mr. Arnold: Everything we publish on such 
matters is bound to go before the Press Bu- 
reau in proof sheets in case there is anything 
to be scratched out. That rule we should 
follow in this case. 

The Controller: We have a very clear duty 
here. We do not want, in view of certain 
feeling in the matter, to give a license for 
every conceivable publication of German 
works. That is not necessary. It would not 
serve any public use. It would be waste of 
time and money, and at the present time 
waste of good material, to publish books of 
no real value. That would apply, as I say, to 
all fiction and purely light, comic works in 
German. I don’t think we should give any 
license for those at all. If your book comes 
within the category of a light or semi- 
humorous account of a submarine trip, we 
should probably feel it was not right for us 
to issue a license in this case. 

Mr. Arnold: It is not that at all. It pur- 
ports to be the diary of the captain, and for 
all I know it may be so. It reads exactly as 
if it were that. 

The Controller: There is one point I do not 
know whether you have considered. The 
copyright of this book, undoubtedly, as far 
as England is concerned, is German, and the 
copyright is in the custodian under the Act, 
but is the copyright of the Norwegian transla- 
tion a thing with which we can deal? 

Mr. Arnold: I propose to apply for leave 
to translate the German book. If I translate 
the Norwegian book, that is between me and 
the Norwegian publisher. I apply only for 
permission to translate the German book. 

The Controller: We have already granted a 
license in one case of a submarine book, “The 
Voyage of the Deutschland.” We had 
certain points in our mind when we examined 
it and we came to the conclusion that it was 
a sufficiently serious and authentic publication 
to warrant a license. We may go on, if you 
say that this, in your view, purports to be a 
work of a serious kind. 

Mr. Arnold: I have no hesitatiom in saying 
that is what it is. 

Sir Cornelius Dalton asked after the transla- 
tion, and Mr. Arnold said it was practically 
finished. 

The Controller: Then comes the question of 
royalty.... 

Mr. Arnold: ... I know what the late Reginald 
Smith stated at the last meeting—that it was 
usual to pay royalty for a translation and the 
usual thing was Io per cent. That is not my 
experience. In almost every case that has 
come within my knowledge a fixed sum has 
been paid for translation, because you have to 
deal with the translator as well. The German 
publishers nearly always ask a fixed sum for 
their books. I have consulted one or two 
publishers and their experience agrees with 
mine. Their experience is the payment of a 
fixed fee. This is only a very small book, of

about a hundred pages, and it will be pub- 
lished at a very low price. I don’t think it 
should bear a heavy fee; there is no question 
of American sales, and that makes a good deal 
of difference. We cannot secure the Ameri- 
can copyright im this book. It is too long 
after. 

The Controller: You mean, for the purposes 
of our inquiry here, the United States copy- 
right is still in the German author? They 
would have to deal with him? 

Mr. Arnold: I should think that probably 
the rights have expired. I do not know the 
exact date on which this was published, but 
if an English translation has appeared of a 
German book withim six months in the United 
States, the copyright of the translation is lost. 

The Controller: Is that so? I did not know 


it. 

Mr. Arnold: There is a six months’ transla- 
tion limit, and, if it is an English translation, 
we cannot deal with it. 

(The Publishers’ Circular in its report does 
not reproduce the figures cited in the following 
discussion. ) 

The Controller: A per cent. royalty 
was suggested last time, but finally it was 
agreed ——. By the by, last time objection 
was taken to having the terms of these li- 
censes made public. I don’t know whether 
you feel the same. The Press kindly said 
they would not necessarily take down the 
terms actually fixed. 

Mr. Arnold: I think if I were dealing with 
a publisher, I should not announce the terms 
in the papers. 

Mr. Arnold said he would sooner pay a fixed 
sum than royalty on copies—so much for the 
first ten thousand and so much after. In over 
twenty years he did not think he had ever 
made a royalty arrangement with a German 
publisher, but he had paid many times a fixed 
sum down for translation. 

Sir Cornelius Dalton: What is the usual 
practice of a foreign publisher with an English 
author ? 

Mr. Arnold: Oh, they buy for a sum down. 
I had a case the other day where a foreign 
publisher offered a round sum for the transla- 
tion rights of a very popular novel, and I ac- 
cepted it. “You cannot get much for these 
things,” added Mr. Arnold. 

Sir Cornelius Dalton: Then that is the usual 

custom for an English author? 
_The Controller (at the end of the discus- 
sion): Well, we will consider whether we can 
issue a license to print a translation for a 
fixed sum. 

Mr. Arnold: You have not got many prece- 
dents in the other direction. 

_The Controller: No; but this is such a very 
similar book to the last that it is difficult to 
give you what might be considered better 
terms, perhaps. than the other publisher got. 
I will look thru the case again and see what 
distinguishes it from this one. There is no 
question that you have made out a case, fol- 
lowing the precedents, for a license. We have 
only now to he satisfied that the book, in our 
sense of the word, is in the public interest. 
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Mr. Arnold: You cannot, I submit, have the 
same terms for all books. The terms must 
vary according to the value of the book. 

rhe Controller: You see our position. This 

book is of a similar type to one for which 
the terms have been decided. 
.__Mr. Arnold: As to the comparison, the 
Deutschland’s” voyage came very prominently 
before the public, and it is possible the pub- 
lisher may have taken a rather rosy view of 
its value. At the time of the German publica- 
tion the thing was in everybody’s mouth. Must 
I submit the book and take other steps before 
the license is issued?... 

The Controller: No. It is purely a question 
now whether we can go back on our royalty 
terms. I must look at the report in the other 
case before we decide finally. You shall hear 
The 
only delay may be im the Board of Trade 
getting out the license. I should think, as 
soon as you hear that the license is granted, 
you can get along with your publication at 
once. 

Mr. Arnold: I may say that, since the 
“Deutschland” application was here, the price 
of publication has gone up. We have had a 
further notification from the binding industry 


| that they must make a further increase. That, 


perhaps, might be considered in fixing the 
terms. 


ENGLISH AUTHORS’ SOCIETY 
REGULATE CHARITY BOOKS 


Tue charity book has become such a nui- 
sance in English literary and artistic circles 
that the Society of Authors is at last taking 
steps definitely to limit and regulate their 
publication. The following resolutions have 
been passed by the Committee of Manage- 
ment : 

“1. To ask members of the Council and 
members of the Committee of Management to 
subscribe to an undertaking not to contribute 
to any charity book that has not been pre- 
viously approved by the Authors’ Society and 
the Publishers’ Association. 

“2 If this undertaking receives sufficient 
support then to appeal to all the best-known 
authors, artists and musicians to do the like. 

“Conditions to be required before the Au- 
thors’ Society approves the publication of anv 
charity book. 

“That the publishers of the book should 
adopt explicitly the following undertakings :— 

“1. That the book should be sold to the 
public at a price higher than in the opinion 
of the Authors’ Society would be commanded 
by a similar book in the ordinary market. 
““5 That a full and explicit account, duly 
audited, of the receipts and outgoings shall be 
published in the press within a year of the 
issue of the book, and that the Author’s So- 
ciety shall be admitted to make any reason- 
able inquiries as to details in those accounts 
which seem to them to require explanation. 

“3 That the publishers shall only charge 
the charity with their own out-of-pocket -ex- 
penditure and that editors. and authors shall 
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receive no payment for their work. That a 
notice be put in The Author asking any author 
who receives a request to contribute to a char- 
ity to communicate at once with the secretary 
of the Society, because the Society often does 
not hear of such undertakings until they are 
too far advanced to be stopped. 

“4. That only the ordinary terms should be 
allowed to the booksellers for their commis- 
sions on sales. 

“s. That the edition of the book should be 
limited in accordance with its character, and 
should not exceed 10,000 copies. 

“Periodicals already current—such as Print- 
ers’ Pie and Khaki—may receive approval pro- 
vided they conform to conditions 2, 3 and 4.” 

The Committee of Management and the 


Council of the Society of Authors include such | 


writers and artists as Arthur Rackham, W. W. 
Jacobs, Mrs. Belloc-Lowndes, William J. 
Locke, Sir J. M. Barrie, Arnold Bennett, Rob- 
ert. Bridges, Egerton Castle, Conan Doyle, 
Marie Corelli, Edmund Gosse, Sir H. Rider 
Haggard, Anthony Hope Hawkins, E. W. Hor- 
nung, Henry Arthur Jones, Gilbert Murray, 


Sir Arthur Pinero, Mrs. Humphry Ward and | 


H. G. Wells. The proposed regulations al- 
ready have their signatures and are now being 
submitted to the entire membership. The 
Publishers’ Association has formally endorsed 
the move. 

The Committee also draws the attention of 
members to the fact that in many cases the 
stories and illustrations voluntarily given for 


the purpose of reproduction in charity books | 
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have been sold to other papers for large sums, | 


and for further reproduction. In this connec- 
tion it recommends that authors and artists 
limit the voluntary gifts to a license to repro- 
duce in the charity book only, unless there 
should be some very special reason to the 
contrary. 





FAVORITE BOOK SIZES* 
THERE is a general impression that the first 


centuries of printing were given up to folios, | 


the eighteenth century to quartos and octavos, 
and that only the present period has been 
characterized by twelvemos and sixteenmos. 
We think of the Gutenberg Bible, the Nurem- 
berg Chronicle, the mighty editions of the 
Fathers, the polyglot Bibles of Paris, London, 
and Antwerp—fairly to be called limp teach- 
ers’ Bibles,—the 1611 Bible, the Shakespeare 
folios; then of the quarto editions of Addi- 
son, Pope, Walpole, and their contemporaries, 
and the stately octavo editiqns gf the same 
writers ;and finally of the myriad infra that 
have swarmed from the press during the last 
century. But, when we walk thru a library 
that offers a representative collection of books 
from the invention of printing to the present, 
we realize that the bigness of the folios and 
quartos has deceived us as to their relative 
number, all forms of literature being con- 
sidered.

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The parent of our present book form, the 
Roman codex, split from an actual block oj 
wood, had a surface hardly as large as the 
cover of a Little Classic. The vellum Books 
of Hours were dainty volumes. Even in the 
period between Gutenberg and Aldus, books 
of moderate size were not uncommon, and 
continuously, from the days cf the great 
Venetian popularizer of literature to the pres- 
ent, the small books have far outnumbered 
their heavy-armed allies. Common sense, in- 
deed, would tell us that this must be so, even if 
it had not inspired Dr. Johnson, its eighteenth 
century exponent, to declare: “Books that 
you may carry to the fire, and hold readily in 
your hand, are the most useful after all.” 

Our account properly begins with Aldus. 
From 1494 (the date of his first productions ) 
until 1501 he printed his books in folio and 
quarto. But in the first year of the new cen- 
tury he began to use his famous cursive type. 
now called italic. The fineness of the new 
type, as has been suggested, called for a 
smaller size of book, which was also favored 
by considerations of economy and conven- 
ience; and so Aldus made up his sheets in a 
form which the fold compels us to call octavo, 
but which to-day would be called sixteenmo. 
Says Horatio F. Brown, in his “The Venetian 
Printing Press”: “The public welcomed the 
new type and size. The College granted 
Aldus a monopoly for ten years for all books 
printed in this manner. The price of books 
was lowered at once. Didot calculates that 
an octavo of Aldus cost, on an average, two 
francs and a half, whereas a folio probably 
cost about twenty francs. These two inno- 
vations on type and on format constituted a 
veritable revolution in the printing press and 
in the book-trade, which now began to reach a 
far more extensive market than it had ever 
touched before. With this wide diffusion of 
books came the popularization of knowledge 
at which Aldus aimed. Scholarship began to 
lose its exclusive and aristocratic character 
when the classics were placed within the 
reach of any student who chose to study. 
meditate, and interpret them for himself. And 
to Aldus belongs the credit of having, thru 
his new type and size, opened the way to the 
democratization of learning.” 

That the taste which Aldus so successfully 
hit was no merely temporary one, any person 
will be convinced if he will stand before a 
shelf full of these little Aldus classics, handle 
the light, well-proportioned volumes, and take 
in the esthetic charm of their type and page 
and form, which, in spite of their four hun- 
dred years, by no means savors of antiquity. 
In these books Aldus achieved one of the 
greatest triumphs possible in any art, a union 
of beauty and utility, each on so high a\plane 
that no one is able to decide which is pre- 
eminent. In a copy which I have before me 
of his “Rhetoricorum ad C. Herennium Libri 
IIT,” 1546, the fine proportions of the page 
appear in spite of trimming. Very notice- 
able are the undersized roman capitals; more 
curious is the letter printed in the otherwise 
blank square to indicate what initial the illu- 
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minator should insert in color, and the irregu- 
lar use of capitals and small letters after a 
period. The catchword appears only on the 
last page of the signature, not on every page, 
as was the later practice. Modern usage 
wisely consigns italic to a subordinate place, 
but in point of beauty combined with con- 
venience, it may well be questioned if four 
centuries of printing have made any advance 
upon this page. 

In nearly every library for scholars is to 
be found a row of plump little books that 
never fail to catch the eye of the sightseer. 
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If the visitor does not know beforehand what | 
they are, he is little enlightened on being told | 
that they are “Elzevirs,” and the attendant | 
must needs supply the information that the | 


Elzevirs were a family of Dutch printers who 
flourished during the century that closed with 
the arrival of William III in England, and 
that these tiny volumes represent their most 
popular productions. Says George Haven 
Putnam in his “Books and their Makers dur- 
ing the Middle Ages”: “The Elzevirs, follow- 
ing the example set a century and a half 


earlier by Aldus, but since that time very | 
generally lost sight of by the later publishers, | 


initiated a number of series of books in small 
and convenient forms, 


twelvemo and six- | 


teenmo, which were offered to book buyers at | 
prices considerably lower than those they 


had been in the habit of paying for similai 
material printed in folio, quarto, or octavo. 
shea These well-edited, carefully printed, 
and low-priced editions of the classics won 
for the Elzevirs the cordial appreciation of 
scholars and of students thruout Europe.” 
Among the authors who acknowledged their 
indebtedness to the Elzevirs may be mentioned 
Galileo, the elder Balzac, and the poet Mé- 
nage. I°have before me-more than six feet 
of shelving filled with these tiny books. They 
are nearly all bound in vellum, and thus re- 
tain their antique appearance without as well 
as within. Their subject-matter is in the 
helds of literature, ancient and contemporary, 
and the history, geography, and political con- 
stitution of the principal countries. The 
books of the latter division are known as 
“Respublice Varize.” It is impossible to re- 
sist the conclusion that this book form was 
chosen not more to supply cheap books which 
could be sold to impecunious scholars than to 
provide portable volumes for travelers. The 
Elzevir “Commonwealths” were the prede- 
cessors of our “satchel guides,” and the liter- 
ary publications in this form were evidently 
designed to be pocket editions. It was to such 
books that Dr. Johnson referred when he ad- 
vised his friends “never to go out without 
some little book or other in their pocket. 
Much time is lost by waiting, by traveling, 
etc., and this may be prevented by making 
use of every possible opportunity for improve- 
ment.” When the positive doctor, on his 
journey to the Hebrides, paid his tribute to 
George Buchanan at St. Andrews. his ac- 
quaintance with the Latin poetry of the Scotch 
professor may well have arisen from his 
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having thus made a pocket piece of one of the 
several Elzevir editions of the poet. 

[he characteristics of the “Elzevirs” are 
that they range from about four to about five 
inches in height, are always narrow, 2% to 
234 inches in width, and are usually thick, in 
some cases even 1% inches. It is hardly nec- 
essary to say that the esthetic impression of 
these “jewels of typography” is wholly differ- 
ent from that produced by the “Alduses.” It 
is the beauty of an infant compared with that 
ot a youth, and, as in the case of the infant, 
plumpness is a part of the charm. The thin- 
nest of the “Elzevirs” (about three-fourths of 
an inch thick) lack much of the characteristic 
quality. It is of course granted that no small 
portion of the charm exerted by these volumes 
is due to their type, which in artistic ex- 
cellence and practical effectiveness has hardly 
been surpassed before or since. 

When William Pickering, in 1830, began to 
issue his Aldine edition of the British Poets 
in the most beautiful and appropriate form 
that he could devise, the design which he 
placed upon the title-page, a dolphin and an 
anchor, with the words “Aldi discip. Anglus,” 
was an expression at once of pride and of 
obligation. He had gone back to Aldus for 
his model, and the book which he produced 
was in all but its change of type from italic 
to roman a nearly exact reproduction of the 
form which Aldus had employed so success- 
fully three centuries before. Even the rela- 
tive thinness of the volumes was preserved as 
an important element of their attractiveness 
to eye and hand. Whoever would learn what 
an ernormous difference in esthetic effect can 
be produced by slight differences in style and 
size, especially in thickness, should compare 
the Pickering “Aldines” with the rival set of 
British Poets published by Little and Brown. 
The latter series is a noble one, often show- 
ing better presswork than Pickering’s, and it 
was deservedly popular, but it is many degrees 
removed from the totality of esthetic charm 
that would entitle it to rank as a favorite. 

We said that Pickering went back to Aldus 
for his model, but he did not travel a lonely 
road. The book size in question had never 
ceased to be used, and in the eighteenth cen- 
tury it was in full favor. The writings of 
the novelists and essayists found ready buy- 
ers in this form, as witness, among others, the 
Strahan Fielding of 1783. the Rivington Idler 
of the same year, and the Rivington Sterne 
of 1788. The size of the printed page is usu- 
ally larger, but that of the Sterne corresponds 
as closely to that of the two “Aldines” as the 
difference in the size of type w'll permit. 
Pickering’s contemporaries and successors in 
the publishing field recognized the attractive- 
ness of this book size, and the works of the 
poets generally were issued in this form; 
hence we have. for example, the Longman 
Southey, the Moxon Wordsworth, and the 
Murray Crabbe. The latest series to appeal 
for popular favor by the use of this book 
form is Everyman’s Library, in which, tho 
much has been sacrificed to cheapness, the 
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outward proportions of the volumes are almost 
identical with those adopted by Aldus and 
Pickering. 
Go, little book, whose pages hold 
Those garnered years in loving trust; 
How long before your blue and gold 
Shall fade and whiten in the dust? 


This stanza from Dr. Holmes’s introduction 
to his “Poems” of 1862 may well be claimed 
by the Blue and Gold edition of the poets as 
its passport to the recognition of future gen- 
erations. But it will need no passport; its 
own enduring charm is sufficient. The vol- 
umes of this dainty series, while larger in all 
but thickness than the “Elzevirs,’ yet make 
their appeal by much the same qualities, com- 
pactness and portability, with a suggestion of 
the Elzevirian plumpness. To the attraction 
of the size is added the contrasted charm of 
the blue cover and the gilt stamp and edges. 
That a Blue and Gold edition, in the absence 
of its name qualities, becomes something far 
inferior may be seen from a copy that has lost 
them in rebinding. In spite of the hardness 
of their blue. and the crudeness of their 
stamped designs, these little volumes attract 
every reader and never remain long on the 
shelves of the second-hand bookstores. We 
should not expect a publisher to succeed were 
he now to put them upon the market for the 
first time or in an exact reproduction. But 
the publisher who shall so recombine their 
elements as to produce upon his public the 
effect which they made upan theirs, and which 
they still make as reminiscent of an earlier 
taste, will be the envy of his fellows. It is 
interesting to note that after fifty years these 
volumes show no sign of fading, so that Dr. 
Holmes might well have made his stanza an 
exclamation instead of a question. They seem 
likely to last. as long as the “Elzevirs” or 
even the “Alduses” have already lasted, and 
possibly to outlast the fame, tho hardly the 
memory, of the poet who sang them. The 
dimensions of the cover are 5% by 3% inches; 
the thickness is about an inch. There was a 
larger Blue and Gold format, as well as sev- 
eral smaller, but only the standard is now 
valued. 

We cannot bring our list of favorite book 
sizes much nearer the present without running 
the risk of confusing the temporary and the 
permanent in popular approval. We will, 
therefore, close with a mention of the Little 
Classics. At about the time when the Blue 
and Gold series ceased to be published, more 
exactly in 1874, Mr. Rossiter Johnson designed 
for the now famous series which he was then 
editing a book form that sprang at once into 
a. favor that it still. retains. In this. form, 
which appears to have no near counterpart in 
either earlier or later bookmaking,. the vol- 
umes are closely. six by four inches by three- 
quarters of an inch in thickness. The edges 
are colored red. whatever the color of the 
sides. The printed page is relatively wide, 
and the. whole effect of the book is that of a 
tiny quarto, tho in reality the dimensions are 
those of a rather small.sixteenmo of normal 
proportions. Thus the volume produces upon 
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the eye the charm of daintiness, while the 
page contains a sufficient amount of matter to 
make the volume profitable to the  pur- 
chaser. 

This series naturally suggests comparison 
wiul the Lauchnitz editions, which consist of 
volumes only slightly larger. But really no 
comparison is possible. The Tauchnitz edi- 
tions are merely convenient carriers of let- 
terpress. The Little Classics are a genuine 
art product. That the latter book size has 
not been more widely used than it has, by its 
own and by other publishers, is perhaps due 
to commercial reasons. But there can be no 
question of the esthetic appeal which it makes 
upon the reader who is looking for compact- 
ness and beauty rather than for the greatest 
bulk for his money. With the modern de- 
mand for the saving of space in private li- 
braries we may reasonably look for a revival 
of this condensed and charming book 
$ize. 

The adoption of a few standard sizes for all 
books was urged some years ago at a meeting 
Commenting on this 


| proposal, a New York publisher remarked 


that he should be glad to have such standard 
sizes adopted by others, but he should take 
pains to avoid them in his own publications 
in order to gain the distinction of difference. 
The discussion stopped suddenly under the 
impact of this unexpected assault. But a sec- 
ond thought shows that the publisher’s com- 
ment leaves the question still open. It 
obvious that if we were to adopt standard 
sizes based upon nothing more fundamental 
than the librarian’s desire for uniformity or

| the printer’s mechanical convenience, without 


regard to the tastes and preferences of the 
reader, who is the final judge, the publisher 
might well find his gain in disregarding them. 
But if the standards adopted all represented 
sizes long tested and approved by popular 
favor, the publisher who should avoid them 
would display a confidence in the Spirit of the 
Perverse as sublime as it would be hazardous. 
Fortunately no formal standardization of book 
sizes is likely to be attempted. But, keenly as 


| a publisher would resent any limitation upon 


his freedom in book design, he is just as 
keenly desirous that his books shall be favor- 
ites. To attain his coveted end he has two 
resources, experience and experiment, or a 
mixture of both. While the book sizes that 
have been discussed in this chapter do not 
include all the favorites, they certainly include 
some of the first favorites, and are worthy 
of study by everyone who is seeking public 
favor in the design of that complex art pro- 
duct known as a Book. 





NEWSPAPER PUBLISHERS TO CUT 
PAPER CONSUMPTION 





. More than one hundred newspaper pub- 
lishers from all over the country meeting in 
Washington with the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, voted. unanimously on. Monday of this 
week to co-operate with the commission if it 

| decides to accept the proposal by news print 
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manufacturers that the commission fix prices 
for their products. The publishers agreed to 
reduce their requirements, if necessary, to 
make the plan successful. 

The publishers’ assent to the proposal re- 
moves virtually all doubt of its acceptance by 
the Trade Commission, and after a further 
conference with the manufacturers and job- 
bers it is believed the commission will an- 
nounce it is ready to go ahead with the plan. 
Most of the publishers present buy from the 
paper mills whose representatives signed the 
preposal. The Trade Commission believes 
enough manufacturers are participating to 
insure a general price break. 

After the meeting most of the publishers 
signed an agreement submitted by the com- 
mission im which they pledged themselves to 
cut their requirements at least 5 per cent. 
below their 1916 supply of paper. The final 
consent of the publishers to the plan came 
after a day of conferences at which many of 
the larger newspaper owners objected strongly 
to any condition that would take from them 
any paper they have contracted for. 
publishers and members of the Trade Com- 
mission, however, pointed out that success of 
the proposal depended entirely on such a con- 
cession, and when a vote was taken not a 
publisher voted in the negative. 

Publishers made it clear that in accepting 
the proposal they will not accept any plan 
carrying with it a promise that manufacturers 
guilty of violating the anti-trust laws escape 
punishment. When this declaration was read 
to the commission Mr. Heney, who is con- 
ducting the commission’s news print investi- 
gation, said the Department of Justice had 
no intention of stopping its investigation. 


Publishers have insisted all along that they | 
want free competition restored in print paper | 


manufacture and thruout. 

On Wednesday the news print manufac- 
turers submitted the cost figures for their 
mills and asked that the price allowed permit 
them still to do business at a profit. Present 
costs, they declared, would mount during the 
year because of the scarcity of wood and ad- 
vancing labor prices. 

P. T. Dodge, head of the International 
Paper Company, said his concern at present 
was making news print at a far less profit 
than on other grades of paper. He insisted 
that last year’s rise in news print prices was 


due to increasing costs and to an unusual | 


demand. One of his mills, he said, was sell- 
ing paper now on contract at a price actually 
less than the cost of production. Mr. Dodge 


declaréd the International Paper Company had | 


no watered stock and that failure to pay 
dividends was due to the fact that the com- 
pany had made no money. 

The manufacturers were to be heard again 
on, Thursday and the jobbers were to appear 
before the commission on Friday. 

The commission, it. is understood, has come 
to no decision whether it will set a maximum 
price for all mills or fix a sliding scale per- 
mitting mills with higher costs to charge 
higher prices for their output.

AUTHOR PROTESTS AGAINST USE OF SIMI- 
LAR TITLE FOR SIMILAR BOOKS BY RIVAL 
PUBLISHER 


Newark, N. J., February 26, 1917. 
Editor the PusttsHers’ WEEKLY: 

I am writing to call to the attention of your- 
self, and others who may be interested, to what 
seems like an unfair advantage on the part of 
a publisher, tho he may be acting fully within 
his legal rights. 

In 1910 I began publishing in the Newark 
Evening News a series of Animal Bedtime 
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Stories, under my own name. They attracted | CapTaAIN Jack Crawrorp, the “poet scout,” 


attention, and in the fall of that year two 
volumes of them were brought out by R. F. 


Fenno & Co., of New York. From then on I | 


|

have published thru the Fenno firm, and in | 


conjunction with the A. L. Burt Company, 
also of New York, about twenty volumes of 
the Bedtime Animal Stories, all under my own 
name. 

When the Burt firm took over some of the 
books last year they advertised them in your 
publication, and in their own catalog as the 
“Famous” Bedtime Stories by Howard R. 
Garis. Considerable and successful advertis- 
ing was done along this line. 

In your issue of January 27, this year, I 
note a half page advertisement of the Whit- 
man Publishing Company, of Racine and 
Chicago, calling attention to their line of 
“The Famous Animal Bed-Time Series, by 
Howard M. Famous.” 

It may be, as 1 have written to the Whit- 
man firm (tho without receiving an answer) 
that there is no copyright in the title “Bed- 
time Series.” It may be they have a legal 


| 


right to use the name of a real author—How- | 


ard M. Famous—if there is such a person. 


And it may be they have the right to use | 


that as a pen name. 

However, it seems to me, granting all those 
legal rights, that it is taking an unfair ad- 
vantage to use advertising so closely resem- 
bling that done by my publishers and myself, 
on a similar line of books. The volumes tell 
of the same animals about whom I have writ- 
ten, and I do not complain of that. There 
are animal stories in abundance, many of them 
much better than mine. 

But I hold that this sort of advertising, if 
followed up as it may well be by representa- 
tions to the trade, may be, unintentionally, or 
otherwise, calculated to deceive. The author’s 
name, rather approaching my own, the use of 


the word “Famous,” in connection with “Bed- | 
time,” all three together seem bordering on | 


unfairness. 


I wish neither for myself nor for my pub- | 


lishers a monopoly of business in animal bed- 
time stories, but I think they and I have a 
right to what trade we have succeeded in 
getting by our advertising, and I believe it 
unfair for a firm, at this late day, to come 
into the market and try so close an imitation. 

I shall be interested to hear what others 
think of this—whether I am wrong or right 
in my view-point.

OBITUARY NOTES 


SetmA Hess, for nearly forty years a sub- 
scription book publisher, died at his home in 
New York City on February 26th in his seven- 
tieth year. , 

Jutes Deyerine, well known as a neurolo- 
gist, a member of the Academy of Medicine 
and the author of many medical works, died 
in Paris on February 27 in his sixty-ninth 
year. He was a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor and a Professor of the Faculty of 
Medicine of Paris. 





died at his home in Brooklyn on February 
27. Crawford had little or no schooling. 
When the civil war began, he was only a lad 
and twice ran away to go to the front, but 
had difficulty in enlisting on account of his 
youth. It was while lying in a military hos- 
pital that he was taught to read and write 
by a Sister of Charity. After the war he 
went West and for years thereafter he was 
an Army Scout for the Government, in the 
then unsettled territories. Crawford wrote 
many stories and poems which were later 
collected and published under the titles “The 
Poet Scout: A book of Song and Story,” 
and “Camp Fire Sparks.” 


Cuar_es E. Brown of Boston, widely known 
to the book-trade twenty-five years ago, died 
in that city on February 15 from the result 
of a street accident. He was about sixty-five 
years of age. Mr. Brown started with Estes & 
Lauriat in 1872, where he served as traveler 
and head of the manufacturing department. 


| In 1884 he became a member of the firm and 


his active connection with the house continued 
until 1892 when the business separated into 
Dana Estes & Co. and Charles E. Lauriat Co. 
For the past twenty-five years he devoted his 
attention to special publishing propositions not 
regularly handled by dealers. In his time 
“Charlie Brown” was one of the most popular 
men ou the road; his genial disposition, wit 
and keen judgment in trade matters gained 
for him a host of friends wherever he went. 


WILLIAM BaiLey How ann, president of the 
Independent Corporation, publisher of the Jn- 
depenuent and the Countryside Magazine, died 
suddenly in his office om February 27. He was 
in his sixty-ninth year. Mr. Howland was 


| born in Ashland, N. Y., and graduated from 


Williston Seminary in 1868. In 1882 he found- 
ed Outing, of which he was editor and pub- 
lisher until 1885, when he became editor and 
publisher of the Cambridge Tribune. Mr. 
Howland retained his connection with the 
Tribune until 1890, when he became publisher 
of the Outlook, with which he remained until 
1913. In that year he became managing direc- 
tor of the Independent. His wife and two 
sons, Karl V. S. Howland, publisher of the 
Independent, and Harold J. Howland, asso- 
ciate editor of the same magazine, survive 
him. 

Epwarp R. Herrick, who has represented 
Hurst & Co. for the past two years, died at 
the King’s County Hospital, Brooklyn, on Feb- 
ruary 16, following an illness of several 
weeks. He had been in bad health since Octo- 
ber last, but expected to resume his post 
until within a few days of his death. Mr. Her- 
rick was in his fifty-fourth year, having been 
a traveler for more than twenty years. His 
start was with the old publishing house of 
A. D. F. Randolph & Co., New York, whom 
he represented until the winding up of its 
career, twenty years ago. He then organized 
a publishing venture, mainly of religious 
works, and eventually, in 1000, quit the field 
owing to financial difficulties. Since then he 
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has represented a number of lines, some years 
on an independent commission basis, and dur- 
ing otliers as a salaried employee. He leaves 
a wife and two children. 

Octave Mrirseau, author of many success- 
ful French plays and novels and a dramatic 
critic and journalist, died in Paris on Febru- 
ary 16. He was born in 1850 and was edu- 
cated at the Jesuits’ College at Vannes. He 
then entered newspaper work. His dramatic 
ability soon asserted itself. One of his best 
known plays wes “Les Mauvais Bergers,” 
played by Sarah Bernhardt in 1897. His short 
stories gained high rank for him among con- 
temporary French writers. He had been 
called the “French O. Henry.” To Mirbeau 
is attributed the “discovery” of Maeterlinck. 
Among his novels and plays are “Lettres de 
ma Chaumiére,” 1886; “L’Abbé Jules” (his 
first novel), 1888; “Le Calvaire,” 1889; “Se- 
bastien Roch”; “Le Jardin des Supplices,” 
1800; “Les Mémoires d’une Femme de 
Chambre,” 1901; “Les vingt-et-un jours d’un 
Neurasthénique,” 1902; “Vieux Ménage,” 
1901; “Amanto,” 1901; “Scrupules,” 1902; “Le 
Foyer” with Natanson, 1908; “Les Mauvais 
Bergers”; “Les Affaires sont les Affaires,” 
1903. 

FRANKLIN B. SAnsBorn, “the Sage of Con- 
cord,” last surviving member of the great 
Concord group of American writers, died on 
February 24 in his eighty-seventh year. It is 
now over a half-century since Hawthorne and 
Thoreau died; it is well over a quarter-cen- 
tury since the deaths of Emerson and the two 
Alcotts. The surviving spectators of the 
group they constituted have passed away, one 
by one—Ellery Channing early in the century, 
W. T. Harris in 1900, Thomas Wentworth 
Higginson in 1911, J. T. Trowbridge last year. 
The books which Mr. Sanborn wrote detailing 
his recollections of Concord surpass in inter- 
est, perhaps on account of their intimacy, the 
recollections left by any of these figures. Mr. 
Sanborn was born on a New Hampshire farm 
in 1831 and twenty-four years later graduated 
from Harvard. His connection with the Con- 
cord group began immediately after his gradu- 
ation when Emerson persuaded him to open a 
school in Concord for the instruction of his 
three children, Judge Hoar’s children and 
others. Mr. Sanborn’s published works in- 
clude “Thoreau,” 1872; “John Brown,” 1885; 
“Dr. S. G. Howe,” 1891; “Alcott,” 1893; 
“Emerson,” 1895; “Dr. Earle,” 1808; “Per- 
sonality of Thoreau,” 1902; “Personality of 
Emerson,” 1903; “A History of New Hamp- 
shire,” 1904; “Recollections of Seventy 
Years,” 1909; “Final Life of Thoreau,” 1914. 
He was editor of the Boston Commonwealth 
during the civil war and for many years an 
editor of the Springfield Republican and the 
Journal of Social Science. He was also a 
founder and formerly either president or sec- 
retary of the American Social Science Asso- 
ciation, the National Prison Association, the 
National Conference of Charities, the Clarke 
School for the Deaf, the Massachusetts In- 
fant Asylum and the Concord School of 
Philosophy.

Young writers will miss him sadly. I do not 
believe he ever asked what circulation you 
had. If he thought your work good, he pub- 
lished it on its merits. He had the ways of a 


literary Mzcenas as well as of a gentleman 
of traditions.”

lisher, announces that wherever possible his 
new publications of 1917, except library novels 
and gift books, will be issued in paper covers 
as well as cloth-bound. The paper-bound 
books will be published at prices varying from 
6d. to 1s. less than the cloth-bound books. 
This adventure in paper binding is viewed 
with considerable interest in the English trade. 

“Wat He Least Expecrep,” a novel by 
Holworthy Hall, author of “Pepper” and 
“Henry of Navarre, Ohio,” will be pub- 
lished by the Bobbs-Merrill Co. on March 14. 
A young Harvard man, thrown out of his 
job in hard times, answers a help-wanted 
advertisement in a New York paper and enters 
upon a mysterious work on big pay,—to go 
where he is sent, do what he is told, collect 
information, hold his tongue and ask no ques- 
tions. It sounds easy,—but doesn’t prove so. 


A SERIES OF specialized bibliographies for 
distribution to book-buyers is being prepared 
for the booksellers of France by L’Agence 
Générale de Librairie et de Publications. The 
first series consists of catalogs of novels, 
poetry, history, biography, cheap series, fine 
arts, science, agriculture, juveniles, and law 
and jurisprudence. Others will follow. The 
catalogs are sold in hundred lots with the 
dealer’s imprint at twelve francs, or in five 
hundred lots at ten francs a hundred. 


SHoutp EncLanp hold to her declaration 
to exclude all importations of books and 
printed matter, am annual output of upwards 
of a million and a half dollars worth of 
American goods of this sort will be debarred. 
According to the Department of Commerce 
records, the United States exported to the 
United Kingdom in 1916, $1,333,586 worth of 
books, music, maps, engravings, etchings, 
photographs and other printed matter. In 
1915 the total was $1,155,901, and in 1914, 
$1,510,604. 

THe CALIFORNIA WoMEN’s Press ASSOCIA- 
TION is said to be planning to take steps to 
induce some big Eastern publisher to start a 
publishing plant in San Francisco to the end 
that local literary men may not have to send 
their manuscripts East. “The commendable 
intention of the ladies is to make our city a 
publishing center like New York and Boston,” 
says the editor of Town Talk. “Instead of 
trying to lure a new publisher here, why not 
take steps to encourage the publishers we 
have?” 

THE CASE against the members of the Photo 
Engravers’ Board of Trade, charged with vio- 
lating the Donnelly anti-trust law in the in- 
troduction last April of the so-called “standard 
price scale” for photo-engravings, is still drag- 
ging thru the New York courts. After a 
hearing on February 23, Judge Mulqueen said 
that the case hinged on whether photo engrav- 
ing produces an article or commodity of com- 
mon use, or whether it represents work, labor 
and services. To settle this point Judge Mul- 
queen announced that he would make a per- 
sonal visit to a typical photo-engraving plant 
on Thursday of this week. 
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THe Georce H. Doran Co. is publishing on 
March 10 “Scars and Stripes” by Porter Em- 
erson Browne, a book calculated to wake up 
Americans to the present international Crisis ; 
“Madame Prince” by W. Pett Ridge, author 
of “The Happy Recruit,” “The Kennedy Peo- 
ple”; “Women Are People” by Alice Duer 
Miller, a book of verse on woman suffrage; 
“The Man Who Tried to Be It” by Cameron 
Mackenzie, a story of business life; “The 
Chaste Wife” by Frank Swinnerton, author 
of “On the Staircase,” and “The Happy 
Family”; “The Boys’ Book of Canoeing and 
Sailing” by Warren H. Miller, editor of Field 
and Stream. 


ArnoLtp & Co., 420 Sansom Street, Phila- 
delphia, will issue this month “Mrs. Rorer’s 
Key to Simple Cookery.” The following of 
recipes without the knowledge of their gen- 
eral construction (hand-to-mouth cookery), 
this veteran cooking expert points out in her 
introduction, always means drudgery.

Dr. EpMuND von Macu took preliminary 
steps on February 21 in the Supreme Court of 
New York to sue the Macmillan Company for 
alleged conspiracy to suppress his book, “Off- 
cial Diplomatic Documents Relating to the 
Outbreak of the War.” He also charges con- 
spiracy to injure his reputation as a historian 
Dr. von Mach contends that the withdrawal of 
his book from sale in the last part of 1916 
was due to influence exerted on the Macmil- 
lan Company in London. His first move on 
February 21 was to obtain an order from 
Justice Newburger for the examination of 
George P. Brett, president, and Edward C. 
March, vice-president, to get the necessary in- 
formation on which to frame a complaint. He 
also has asked for an injunction to restrain 
the publishing company from destroying the 
plates and copies of his book now on hand. 
According to the Macmillan Co., Dr. von 
Mach’s book was not suppressed but merely 
withdrawn on account of inaccuracies. It was 
intended that, after correction, the book would 
again be placed in circulation. On account of 
the present situation in the publishing busi- 
ness, however, it was not decided just what 
course would be followed.
